I, William C. Schubert, declare: 

1. I am a registered patent attorney, Registration No. 30,102, employed by Raytheon Company. 



2. I am informed and believe that the present invention was made by Raytheon Company ^ ^ 
employees Jason S. Graham and David L. McClure during the course of their work for 
Raytheon Company. This is based on conversations with Jason S. Graham, personally known 
to me. This is also based on their submittal of an invention disclosure disclosing the invention 
which is the subject matter of this application which has been signed by two persons 
purporting to be these named inventors. The signatures are very similar to 
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signatures of Jason S. Graham and David L. McClure that appear on an assignment of the 
invention which is the subject matter of this patent application to Raytheon Company, which 
signatures are accompanied by a notarization of a Notary Public in and for the state of 
California, one Adrienne C. Jackson, Commission No. 1220459, all dated October 16, 2001. 
This document is recorded at REEL/FRAME: 012422/0702. Jason S. Graham and David L. 
McClure appointed the undersigned, among others to prosecute this application and to transact 
all business in the Patent and Trademark office connected therewith. This was done in the 
Declaration and Power of Attorney signed by them on October 16, 2001, copy of which was 
filed along with the present application. 

3. The invention disclosure referenced in Paragraph 2 hereof identified a charge number account 
999H-0200 in the space on the invention disclosure that is supposed to be used by the 
inventors to identify the charge number account used by them in the construction of a device 
embodying the invention of the subject application. 

4. By conversation with one of the inventors, Jason S. Graham, personally known to me, on 
August 30, 2001, Jason S. Graham confirmed to me that the account number charged 
referenced in the preceding paragraph was in fact correctly shown on the invention disclosure 
form. 

5. At Raytheon Company, a contract analyst working for the Intellectual Property & Licensing 
Department utilizes the charge account numbers such as referenced above, as well as other 
charge account numbers that may appear in the invention disclosure, to determine if the 
invention disclosure is related to the performance of work under a United States government 
contract.

The Invention Disclosure Routing Sheet did indicate that 
such contract included the clause FAR 52.227-12, in particular, the January 1997 version. The 
instructions for routing correspondence to the U.S. government were to leave the address space 
blank for the Raytheon Company contract administrator to fill in since this was a classified 
contract and the information on where to send the correspondence or even the identity of the 
customer could not be revealed. The contract administrator was indicated on the Invention 
Disclosure Routing Sheet to be Thomas Duerr, a contract administrator employed in the 
Electronics Warfare business unit of Raytheon Company. 

7. I have spoken with Thomas Duerr, who confirmed to me that he could not reveal either the 
contract number or the customer of the contract which corresponded to the above-reference 
charge account number. He confirmed that he would forward any correspondence to the 
proper location at the U.S.government in connection with this invention disclosure, the patent 
application and any issued patent. 
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8. Attached hereto as Exhibit I, is a copy of a Confirmatory Instrument and Power To Inspect for 
the present application which, I am informed and believe, was signed on the 10 th day of July 
2002 by Glenn H. Lenzen, Jr., Vice President Intellectual Property & Licensing. I have seen 
the signature of Glenn H. Lenzen, Jr., many times and believe that the signature on this 
Confirmatory Instrument and Power to Inspect is his.
